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Herbicide may be the answer to 
cattail infestation in Everglades 


A pilot. project using an envi- 
xónmentally : friendly herbicide.. 
and controlled burning of the 
Everglades marsh may be at 
least part’of the answer to the 
cattail infestation choking out 
open-water habitat vital to alli- 
gators, wading birds and wa- 
terfowl. —. 

Blake Sasse, wildlife biolo- 
gist with the Florida Game.and 
Fresh. Water Fish Commis- 
sion's (GFC) Wellington Field 
Office, reports that pilot cattail 
eradication began in early No- 
«vember when the СЕС directed 
aerial spraying by helicopter of 
tlie herbicide Rodeo in the Ho- 
ley Land Wildlife Management 
Area in southwestern Palm 
Beach County. 

‚ “Almost one-third of the 
35,000 acre area is covered 
with cattails," Mr. Sasse said. 
“Most of that’ growth has. oc- 
curred since 1991. The explo- 
sion of cattails is, in large part, 


the résult of damage suffered ` 


before water levels were re- 
stored.to natural levels. The

Five different areas, totaling 
80. acres, were treated with 
herbicide, according to Mr. 
Sasse. A month later GFC per- 
sonnel returned and set a-con- 
trolled blaze to clear-out the 
dead and decaying: cattails. 
СЕС biologists will soon-carry 
out follow-up surveys to deter- 
mine the project’s success. 

The pilot'program was a joint 
effort involving the GFC, the 
South Florida Water Mahage- 
ment District, and the Broward 
County „Chapter of Waterfowl 
U.S.A;, a waterfowl 
hunter/conservationist group. 
The SFWMD provided $5,000 
for the herbicide while Water- 
fowl U,S.A. footed the $3,000 
bill for helicopter rental. 

“Our СЕС helicopter is not, 
configured for spraying which 
required us to use a private he- 
licopter ` service,” said Мг. 
Sasse. "This experimental ef- 
fort.was primarily designed to 
provide additional oper water. 
areas to improve duck hunting 


at Holey Land, a popular site 
for: hundreds. of’ area | sports- 
men. Creating more open wa- 
ter, however, will benefit a wide 
array of wildlife, including en- 
dangered snail kites. 

“If the results are promising, 
we might see this approach 
used on a much larger scale 
throughout the Everglades,” 
Mr. Sasse said. “This particular 
herbicide has minimal negative 
effects and has been approved 
for use by the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency 
(EPA). This isn’t a cure-all, but 
it may prove to be опе more 
useful management practice in 
preserying the integrity of 
ЕуегеИМев marsh habitat." 

The Holey Land is located 
just north of the L-5 Levee, ap- 
proximately six miles west of 
U.S. 27, and immediately east 
of the Miami Canal Levee. The 
site is popular among duck 
hunters. and fishermen. It is 
one of more than 100 wildlife’ 
management areas maintained 
by the СЕС throughout the 
state.

“1 am so happy I live in Flori~ 
da." I must have said that sen- 
tence 50 times last week as 
snow and ice continued relent- 
lessly across the northern half 
of the country. 

I'm guessing that you're de- 
lighted to be here, £oo, especial- 
ly if you phoned a relative or 
friend in New"York, Ohio, Illi- 
nois or any location where the 
temperature is’ below -fréezing 
and the gróund is all white. 

After an unusually mild fall, 
powerful snowstorms swept 
across the Midwest and Great 
Lakes during the first two 
weeks of January, dumping: 

| several feet of snow. 

Chicago reported its second 
heaviest snowfall in history; 
while Detroit and Cleveland 
were buried in over one foot of 
the white stuff. ‘There was so 
much snow in Buffalo--54 inch- 
es in 14 days - the National 
Guard was brought in to dig 
out the city. 

And, according to winter 
weather experts, it is just the 
beginning. A lot more snow is 
expected. So much of the white 
stuff that snowfall records may 
be broken across the northern 
half of the country. 

Of course, it's also cold with 
temperatures in many loca- 
tions dropping well below zero. 
And it is during an episode of 
Particularly frigid winter 
weather that some people will 
raise an interesting question: 
Is it ever too cold to snow? 

It is.a fact that the coldest 
weather is often: accompanied 


by clear skies. Climate records 
of the northern United States 
and Canada bear out this 
claim,

On the other hand, for some 
Midwestern cities - like Den- 
ver, Bisniarck and Minneapolis 
- March is both the mildest and 
snowiest of the winter months. 

In Canada, outside of е 
mountains, average snowfall 
declines from more than 100 
inches over the relatively mild 
southeast to less than 24 inch- 
es on the frigid shores of the 
Arctic Ocean, 

Still, snowfall “ів possible 
even at extremely low air tem- 
peratures although snowflakes 
are small and accumulations 
are usually light. 

That's because the relatively 
small amount of water vapor in

So, the next time someone 
complains about heavy snow 
tell them about Greenland. On- 
ly about 2 inches of snow accu- 
mulates there all winter long. 
It is a bit cold, however, уі. 
an average temperature of 22 
degrees below zero.

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Tobacco settlement helps UF evaluate 
Florida's youth smoking habits

New research from the Uni- 


,-versity of Florida shows less 


than.one-third of those who 
know about the state's new 
Truth youth anti-smoking 
campaign think it will cause 
youth smoking to decline. The 
university hopes its research 
results will help the state com- 
bat youth smoking more effec- 
tively. 

Funding for the study came 
from $286,672 the university's 
Communication Research Cen- 
ter received as part of the 
$11.3 billion tobacco settle- 
ment from the Department of 
health to help the state combat 
youth smoking through à 
three-pronged evaluation оҒ 
the state's smoking habits and. 
tobacco-promotion activities. 

"We're very interested in 
what's going on in retail sales, 

tobacco, from stores and 

cing strategy tb targeting of 
ethnic groups," said Mary Ann 
Ferguson,.assistant dean for 
research at UF's College of 
Journalism and Communica- 
tions and study director. 

The first of the three'evalua- 
tions included a report of Citi- 
zen's Opinions About Tobacco: 
Florida's Truth Tracking Sur- 
vey. The three surveys tracked 
public attitudes on the tobacco 


"industry and the Truth youth 


anti-smoking campaign: 

The June survey found ,only 
23 percent of adult Floridians 
smoke, but 53 pércent have 
smoked at least five packs of 
cigarettes in а lifetime. - 

A majority, 58 percent, of the

respondents felt tobacco com- 
panies have tried to mislead 
youth to get them to purchase 
their product, and three- 
fourths of the.respondents 
agreed that "in spite óf what 
they say, tobacco companies 
use advertising to attract 
young people." 

Тһе same survey also mea- 


sured awareness of the new, 


Truth anti-smoking campaign 
targeted at youth. Forty-four 
percent of the survey respon- 
dents were aware of the cam- 
paign and 63 percent of those 
respondents like the campaign) 
in general with 73 percent of 
those samé respondents liking 
the intent and tone of the cam- 
paign. 

The second prong of the eval- 
uation targeted tobacco spon- 
sorship of events that attract 
school-age children. Six coun- 
ties - Duval, Gadsden, Miami- 
Dade, Hendry, Brevard and. 
Citrus - were chosen based on 
the demographics of their 
schod} districts: either rural où 
urban black, white or Hispanic.“ 

Researchers monitored the 
prevalence and availability of 
tobacco at 174'events in these 
counties. The events included 
motor sports, music festivals, 
fairs and sporting events; 
events held at sports bars were 
most likely to have tobacco 
present. 

Although only 24 events had 
tobacco products for sale; 62.5 
percent of those events did not. 
;have readily observed regula- 
tory or warning signs regard- 
ing tobacco sales to minors, as 
required by c law. 


Hendry and Citrus school 
districts, classified as rural 
Hispanic and rural white di 
tricts, respectively, had the 
largest percentage of events 
where tobacco was present. 
Urban black Duval and urban 
Hispanie Miami-Dade had the 
smallest percentage! 

The'*inal prong of the 
researgis took a look at tobacco 
advertising patterns in five 
types of Florida stores: gas s! 
tion/convenience stores, conve- 
nience stores, drug stores, gro- 
cery rege] gas stations. 
Each of th 3 stores sur- 
veyed was analyzed for the 
presence of exterior and interi- 
or advertisements and themes 
of the marketing. 

Ferguson said point-of-pur- 
chase campaigns by (ораса 
companies were pervasive i 
Florida, She said researchers 
looked for product placement, 
appeal of ads, fliers, handouts 
and regulatory and warning 
signs. 

“It’s quite informative to 
actually visit these stores," she 
said. "Ads covered whole buil 
ings, fences, gas pumps, side- 
walks and shopping baskets." 
„In 20 percent of the stores, 
researchers did not see regula- 
tory signs, and signs regarding 
smoking risks were found in 
only 40 percent of the stores. `
